The following communication , waa 


contributed yesterday to The Journal 
and is printed as showing a rather 
surprising 
condition 
In the status 


of the public school fund of this dis- 
trict"The Reno school district will have 
a deficit of about $12,000 at the end 
of the present term, in June. 
Four 


months, of the term are being run on 
credit, the money for the payment of 
salai ies being 
borrowed 
from the 


bank^. 
This will be surprising news 


to many of our people, but it should 
be known, as the public must finally 
pay the bills 


"To meet this deficit there will be 


coming from the county taxes the 
last of June, or early in July, about 
$3,500, and from the State in July 
nearly $10,000. 
After 
pacing 
the 


summer expenses 
and 
purchasing 


the woo>l supply for the coming year, 
there will be practically an empty 
treasury to start the next year's work 
In September, with no money coming 
in until the last of December, 1906, 
or early in January, 1907. 


"The 
4pkicial tax vo,ted for last 


year was not levied until this year. 
About ?7 500 will be realized on this, 
»5,000 of which will be available Jan- 
uary 1. 1907. This, with the tegular 
county tax and the «tate apportion- 
ment conning in at aoout tho same 
time, \\ill enable the district '0 square 
.up and have $9.000, moie or less, to 
run tho last six months of I* & term 
ending in Jure. 1907. 
But by the 


latter date there will be another de- 
ficit of at li>ast SS 000, if the schools 
are to be cun:i inert on the present 
basis.
